I have noted with much interest your uratenente with 
reference to the situation in Alaska. I am sorry that your exe 
perience in Alaska and your association with the missionaries — 
there gave you such a poor opinion of them and of their devotion 
to their worke I have had very happy relations with our Alaska 
missionaries, and I have done everything peneivre to ‘easiest them 
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in doing their work in the most efficient way possible. 


I am sorry that the Board was not able to provide 
the money to locate a man in Klawock and another worker in 
Craige You realize, I am sure, the difficulties under which 
our Board labors in view of the present economic situation 
throughout the Country. We dare not accumulate a large debt, 
and consequently we are obliced to curteil our expenditures 
at every pointe We cannot do mny things tet we would like 
to do in the way of expanding our work or enlarging it in 
certain fields, or paying missionaries higher salaries which 
they so richly deserve. I am sure that as you consider these 
matters you will be more sympathetic toward the problems 
which confront the Board in administering its work in these 
troublous and critical timess I hope that some arrangement can 
be mde in supplying Craig and Klawock in the future to place 
& native in charge of Klawock and, if possible, to secure a 
white man to take the field at Craige 


I shall always be interested a: you and we Keiper 
end I shall remember with deep gratitude the sacrificial and 
devoted spirit in which you carried on your work during the 
time you were in Alaslkwe I shall be very happy to recommend: 
you to any field in which you may become interested where & 
word from me may be influential in helping to turn Sheir atten

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MEET THE WOMEN OF KLAWOCK 


the west coast of Prince of Wales Island, where the first 
salmon cannery in Alaska was located lies the town of Klawock,. 
Five hundred Thinglet Indians have a’n incorporated village there 
with a mayor, council and two salmon canneries locally owned. 
Missionary work has been carried on in Klawock by the Presbyterian 
Church U.S.A, for the past forty years and during the pastorate — 
of my husband, Rev. Daniel Kaiper, the membership of the church 
reached the high point of one hundred and forty members. The ~ 
backbone of the Klawock church is the Women’s Missionary Society. 
This group meets every other week, studying the mission work of 
other parts of the world, reading WOMEN AND MYSSIONS, using the 
Year Book of Prayer, and studying the needs of their own 
community. Two languages are used during the meetings = Thinglet 
and Englishe Mrs. George Ashdown is the president of the society 
and the leading spirit. 

The women of the Klawock Missionary Society look forward 
for months to the World Day of Prayer and always plan a special 
program and social for that occasion. There are two other towns 
on Prince of Wales Island, namely, Craig and Hydahburg and on this 
special occasion the women of Klawock invite them to their church 
for prayer and fellowship. 

There is only an auditorium in the Klawock Presbyterian 
Church so refreshments have to be served the same place that the 
program is given. Two of the ladies, Mrse George Woods and Mrse 
Robert Armour made flags of nine different nations of the world, 
the United States, South America, Africa, Mexico, Germany, India, 
Japan, China and Alaska. Nine of the women wearing white robes 
with the name of the country they represented printed on the 
front of their robes and carrying the flag of their country took 
the nine seats on the platform. After a welcome from Klawock and 
a stated purpose of the meeting and a response by one of the 
visitors, a cali to prayer was given by the Craig president and 
prayers were offered in Thinglet and English by the women 
representing the different nations. After the prayer for Alaska 
all the women marched off the stage and placed their flags in a 
white jar on the rostrum ea abe ee BOGE a Another feature 
on the program was"*The African Hammock §0 g, sung by four members, 
two verses in the African language and two in English. Rev. 
Daniel Kaiper, minister of the Klawock and Craig churches, gave 
the address at the meeting. His subject was “The Old Testament 
and the Modern Missionary Movement.” Two of the younger members 
of the society were dressed as Japanese ladies in blue silk 


. kimonos with yellow chrysanthemums in their black hair. These 


girls served as ushers, passed out hymnals, took up the collection 
for a Christian college in China in a Thinglet handmade basket 
which contained an Indian doll in a buckskin shirt and sealskin 
breeches with his arms outstretched for helpe This doll was made 


by one of the women especially for the day. The group responded 


to the doll's pleas and three dollars and twenty-five cents wag 
givene On the Communion table in the front of the church, resting 
on @ rose background, was the picture of "Christ" by H. Stanley 
Todd, a copy of the original which was first shown at the Worldts 
Fair in Chicago, Illinois in 1933. Two white candles burned. 


beside this picture, The Klawock president sat at the side of 
this table. One of the Craig ladies showed the box of clothes 
their society had made for the African Baby Hospitals; and Mrs. 
George Ashdown showed the group a sample of a regalia neck 
piece of red velvet trimmed with golden braid and fringe with 
letters, K.W.M.S. of golden felt on it and urged the ladies to 
adopt it as their insignia. A long tea table was set up in 
advance at the rear of the church and was covered with a lace 
table cloth. The centerpiece was purple, lavender and yellow 
irises (made of crepe paper) with two candles at each end of 
the flower bowl. Tea was poured by the"Japanese” ladies into 
blue willowware teacups and sandwiches, cake and jello was 
served. Favors of orchid and yellow irises were given by the 
Klawock society to the guests and were pinned on each one'g 
coat by @ Klawock member. Pictures were taken and the AcLe 
Lindsley, the missionary boat, took the ladies back to their 
homes at six o'clock. I must not forget to tell you that on the 
World Day of Prayer week God was especially good to Klawock for 
we had six warm, sunshiny days in a row. California weather 
couldn't have been better. Did I hear someone say Alaska 

is a cold country?

Dear Dr. Somerndike, 


Your letter containing the check reached 
me several days ago. It was altogether unexpected and greatly 
appreciated by Mrs. Kaiper and myself. Putting a man at Craig 
and a man, even though he is a layworker, at Klawock is a 
step in the right direction. 


There is only one field that I know of as 
& minister that interests me and that is Alaska. I've wanted 
to be there for many years and that is what I had in mind when 
I went to Divinity School. You see, the fact that I am prac- 
tically blind in my left eye makes it impossible to drive a 
car and most clergymen in the states almost have to have an 
automobile. The set up in Alaska enables me to fit in without 
so much of a handicap. There are some missionaries in Alaska 
that really would like to be somewhere else. That is why to 
leave there for me was the most painful thing I: have ever done, 
and yet it was the only thing we cculd do under the circumstances. 
If you Want to'do something for me, give me e fair chance in 


Alaska. 


Mr. Waggoner is going to retire at Juneau 
next spring. Mrs. Kaiper and I would, like you to consider us 
for that opening. .I'm almost certain the people won!t mind 
for me have never fallen down on any Job yet. We wanted to go 
to Skagway but Mr. Glasse talked us.out) of that. There is 
little chance of our getting into Arkansas for there are no 
openings at present. After that Klawock-Craig experience it 
would be best for us to do nothing;for several months anyway. 
Could you give us any encouragement about the Juneau place?

Dear Mr. Kaiper: 


Your letter of Sept. 1l&th written from 
Salt Lake City was forwarded from my office to Charlotte, 
N. C. I wired immediately, advising you against returning to 
Alaska. I feoel qui e sure that upon further reflection wpon 
the course you have pursued in relinquishing your field at Howard 
Kansas. after I had recommended you to my frtend, Dr.Arnold, 
for a field in that Synod, you have placed me in a rather 
embarrassing position. You have also prejudiced your own 
case not only with Dr.Arnold, but with other executives who 
may learn from Dr.f#rnold the facts concerning the way in which 
you so unceremoniously left that field within two éays after 
accepting the call. 


Concerning the possibility of your return 
to Alaska, I feel that I must frankly tell you that the 
Committee of National Missions in Alaska Presbytery would not 
approve your appointment to any field in that Presbytery. 
The committee was not al all pleased by the manner in which you 
expressed your dissatisfaction with the Presbytery and with 
the administration of the work in that field. I am obliged 
to say that I concur in their attitude regarding this matter. 
Feeling as you did when you left your work at Claywok and Craig, 
and having expressed yourself and attitude toward the brethered in 
such uncomplimentary and indeed criticay way, I do not see 
how you could hope to carry onwork in any field in Alaska 
Presby'’ ery in a spirit of fellowship and satisfactory 
relation to your brethern. I am quite positive in my belief 
that under the circumstances you should seek a field elsewhere. 


I shall further say that the board &as already 
salected a man for the Clawok and “raig field.The committee of 
Alaska Presby-ery after studying the whole situation carefully 
recommended to the Board that this field be assigned to a white 
man and the appropriations for new year begin Oct. 1, have been 
made on the basis of such an appointment .We are not going’to ¢ vi 
divide the fields as you proposed, placing an ordained man in

in Craig and a native in Clawock. We are going to 
continue our former policy of placing a white man in both 
fields, giving him the use of the "Lindsley" 

for his transportation between the two fields. 


I think you have acted very impulsively in 

giving up your call to the church in Howard and going to 

eattle in the expectation of being appointed to the Clawock 
And Craig Field again, without any consultation with the 
headquarters office . You have putyourself tn an expense 
which was wholly unrecessary and which could haves been avoided 
if you had written to me before departing On this fruitless 
journey. I am very sorry for your sake, and I earnestly 
hope th&at you will soon be able to establish a satisfactory 
connection with some other field where you will be able 
to use your talents to the best advantage.

Arriving here the first of October we found the people of 

Klawock hungry for Church activities and each member eager to do 

his part. The church here has been scrubbed and cleaned more 

this past month than all of last year put together. It seems that 

the people here must do something for the church. 


One of the chief attractions to the people of this community 
this past month has been the Community Sings we have been holding 
in the church on Sunday evenings. All the musical talent of Klawock 
has had a chance to perform before a crowd whether it be playing 
an instrument, alone or in groups, singing solos, duets, quartets; 
special numbers by the church choir, the Klawock orchestra and 
hymns sung by all selected by a member of the congregation. The 
people here seemed to enjoy these evenings so much the church choir 
decided to sponsor a Community Sing in Craig, so on November 6th in 
the afternoon two of the church elders loaded down their boats 
With young people and we had a glorious time with the Craig Church 
group. After a musical evening with a few short talks, the Craig 
Missionary Society served the group with refreshments. 


On the last Sunday in October eleven young people between the 
ages of eighteen and thirty five reaffirmed their Christian faith 
before the morning congregation by joining the church. Three others 
were baptized for the first time. God works in a mysterious Way. 

A few years back these eleven were dropped from the Church roll 
because they had completely ceased from coming to church or having 
anything to do with the church. They spent most of their spare time 
in the beer parlor. Thus far these fourteen have plenty of time for 
church work and are a very willing group. Pray for them that they may 
stand fast in their Christian life. 


The Klawock Church Choir under the direction of Mr. George Demmert 
is one of the most interested groups in the church this year. They 
have grown in membership from the twenty of last year to forty of this 
year. They sing at both morning and evening Sunday services and 
are looking forward to making a concert tour in the spring. At the 
present time they are working on a Christmas cantata. Mr. John Skan, 
carpenter and church member, made a cabinet for the church in which 
to keep the choir music and church hymnals. The church bought sixty 
dollars worth of new hymnals last year and we want to keep them in 
good condition. Mr. and Mrs. Joe Demmert have given a one thousand 
dollar organ to the church in loving memory of Mrs. Demmert's parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. David Roberts. The new organ adds both to the beauty of 
the church and to the music. The old organ was given by the Session 
to the Womens Missionary Society and will be kept in the manse for 
their usésf pind 


The Womens Missionary Society is the most active womens" club 
in Klawock. It meets every other Wednesday with a three-fold purposes 
study, business and social hour. At the present time we are taking 
an elective course "On What Alcohol Is and What It Does." Temperance 
tracts are given out at the close of each lecture. The Society 
sponsored a bingo part and coffee sale for the entire community on 
November 9th using the local theatre and decorated the hall in red, 
white and blue, flags and balloons. Although bingo is an old 
fashioned game it was new to many of the natives here. About two 
hundred were there and all seemed to have a jolly evenings Music 
was furnished by the Klawock Orchestra. 


The Klawock manse is an ideal place to have a Hallowe'en party, 
so the minister entertained the choir members to a spook party on 
Friday night and the older Sunday School boys and girls to a ghost 
party on Saturday night. The attic served as a chamber of horrors, 
apples were bobbed in the kitchen, scare crows that moved were in 
the halls and black cats, pumpkins, skelétons, witches and bats covered 
the walls. The choir party was a costume affair with each one 
wearing @ mask. No one knew anyone for quite awhile until the 
unmasking and then Mrs. Bill Demmert, the pumpkin, received the prize 
given by the government doctor and wife who acted as judges and 
Mr.. Henry Nelligan won the prize ag a pirate in the men's group. 
Hallowe'en horns were given as favors at the close of the party 
following a plague of ghost stories told around the fireplace in 
the manse parlor, 


The Klawock Sunday School attendance has been on the average 
of sixty five a Sunday this month with the high attendance of the year 
being last Sunday with seventy one present. The Sunday School 
appreciated the Bible Land paper dolls sent to them by Rev. Pederson 
of Wrangell which were duly cut out and shown at the general assembly 
of one session. The West Haven Congregational Church of West Haven, 
Connecticut sent the children a box of fourteen drawing tablets, eight 
paint boxes, crayolas, two books of childrens’ prayers and some 
modeling clay this last week for their department. All of these gifts 
make the Sunday School more interesting to the children. Pasteboard 
banks were given to the children in which to save their candy money 
for the Sunday School for four weeks and four dollars, in pennies 
mostly, was brought in which will be used for buying Sunday School 
lesson papers. 


The church celebrated Armistice Day on Sunday evening November 13th. 
Bunting, flags and crepe paper decorated the church. The Klawock 
Orchestra furnished music and the choir rendered two special numbers. 

The featured speaker of the program was Mr. Frank Peratrovich, World 
War Veteran. Prayers were offered for peace, patriotic hymns were 

Sung and at the close of the service the minister gave "In Flanders 
Field" with all the lights turned off except the red electric lighted 
cross. Everyone was very quiet and taps were blown by Mr. Paul Cook, 
The benediction was pronounced and everyone left the church in silence, 


The minister of Klawock has recently heard from Mr. Aaron Cook 
and Miss Lillian Edenso whom he sent to the Presbyterian college, 
The College of the Ozarks in Arkansas. Aaron says he is singing in the 
college chapel choir and both young people are getting along famously. 


The Missionary Society each year in Klawock collects jars of 
fruit, fish and meat to send to the orphans home, Haines House. This 
year fifty jars were given to this cause and one of the local 
merchants gave five dollars to the society with which to buy dried 
fish and seaweed for the children.

Someone has said, "The church cannot leave to the monoply 
of secularism an agency of beauty so able to serve the spiritual 
life as is drama." We believe this is true and during the past 
month in Klawock dramatic rehearsals have been going on both 
afternoon and evening in preparation for the church Christmas 
celebration. It takes lots of time and patience working out an 
evenings’ length play with native children but the training in 
vocal expression is very much needed and will help these children 
in later life. The Christmas play we are giving this year is 
"The Christmas Road" and we are drilling thirty of the older 
boys and girls of the Sunday School in this production. 


The population of Klawock has increased this week by the 
arrival of one hundred natives from Skidegate and Massett, 
British Columbia. Nearly every home in our village is entertaining 
from two to six guests. A prayer and welcome meeting was held 
with these people on their arrival here yesterday in the church 
and over two hundred were present. The Presbyterian Church 
choir sang six numbers in honor of the visitors and an address 
was delivered by the Klawock mayor, R. J. Peratrovich, Jr. A 
response was given by the mayor of Skidegate in Haida which is 
their native tongue and was translated into Thinglet by a native 
of Hydahburg. The expectation of these visitors and the coming 
of Christmas has meant that the choir has been practising overtime 
during the past month which has been most beneficial to the 
young folks of our town. We are planning other meetings With 
our visitors but I will report on those after they have taken 
place, 


Two white men joined the Klawock native church this past 
month. Mr. John Swartz, the dairyman here and Mr. Judd Travers 
@ homesteader who has lived near Klawock for fifteen years. Both 
of these men are in their sixties but we are glad to have them 
in the church for they are setting a good example on brotherly 
fellowship of all races. These two men live on the outskirts 
of the village but seem very much interested in the work the 
church is doing here and are willing to cooperate. 


We held our Thanksgiving Service the Sunday after Thanksgivdng 
on account of the mailboat being delayed for you see we had sent 
for special printed programs from the Presbyterian office in 
San Francisco and we were waiting for them. The people here enjoy 
programs and tracts that they can carry home with them from the 
church services. This special program worked in very well with 
the hymnals we use here. Speaking of programs, I am enclosing 
two copies of our last Sunday morning and Sunday evening programs. 
The candle light service was very effective worked out with the 
women of the choir. There was one candle lit in the beginning 
and the girl holding that led the group on the stage with the 
church being dark except for the electric cross in the center, 

The girls formed into a semi-circle and the first girl quoted 
@ Scripture about light. Then she lit the candle of the girl 
on her left and that girl quoted Scriptur@on light and so on 
around the circle. When the last candle was lit the circle of 
lights was formed and then the girls sang "Follow the Gleam" 
Which is a song well suited to the voices of women. 


Advertising brings results in church work. We spend a good 
deal of time designing attractive poster to display on our public 
church bulletin board. You might think in such & small town as 
this with only one church and the Salvation Army that it wouldn't 
be necessary but it makes a great difference in attendance at the 


meetings. We have the people here watching the signs now,

Board to add to your present stipend of $40 e month in order to. your salery 
up to the Level of the other white aissionaries in Alaska < namely, @ month.

KLAWOCK NARRATIVE 


The scope of activities available to a missionary society 
is unlimited. This month the Klawock Womens Missionary Society 
officially voted to sponsor as a community project for this 
coming year a public library for Klawock. A library board is 
to be formed among the present officers of the society and 
incorporated and a s@t of the rules and byelaws sent to the 
governor of Alaska. The mayor and city council of Klawock 
have granted us the use of the Town Hall as temporary head- 
quarters for the library. If we can show the territory that 
our library has spent one hundred and fifty dollars on books 
during the year the territory will match our hundred and fifty 
with a like amount. We are making appeals to churches and 
schools interested in our work here at Klawock for books. At 
present most of the réading material available here consists 
of cheap newspapers and magazines. 


On February 24th sixty five missionary ladies from Craig, 
Hydahburg and Klawock gathered at two o'clock in the Klawock 
Presbyterian Church to observe the Worlds Day of Prayer. They 
were ushered into the church by two members dressed in Alaska 
Indian costume and presented with printed programs with the 
picture of Christ praying in the garden of Gethsemene by Hofmann 
on the outer cover of the program, As prayers were offered for 
the various countries the flag of that country was raised. An 
offering was taking for the Indians of South America at Colombia 
Where Robert Waggoner is stationed, this station being a project 
of the Alaska Presbytery. Special musie and refreshment completed 
the programe Mrse Geo. Ashdown gave the society a beautiful 
fresh hyacinth potted plant with three blooms on it to be used 
on the alter table and all the women enjoyed this gift for we 
Only have crepe paper flowers here for church, funerals, ete. in 
the winter time. 


The women members of the Klawock Choir are getting a taste 
of what factory work is like this month with the job of making 
forty choir robes for the choir members. They hope to have the 
robes all finished by Easter. The choir is meeting three times 
a week now to practise on the new Easter cantata, "The Cross and 
Crown",

KLAWOCK, NARRATIVE 


After looking forward to the possibility of a trip 
for many months now the Klawock Young Peoples Choir 
received their reward on April 2, 1939 when they were 
-ellowed the use of the motorship Princeton for one daye 
At 6330 AcMe forty two young folks were on the boat and 
very happy that the weather was clear. We were off to 
Hydahburg, a Haida native village about thirty miles | 
from Klawock, which is a Thinglet native village. This 
was to be a good will trip. Many times in years not too 
far gone by had Thinglet warriors started out for the 
Haida villages te make war onotHerpeopie and bring back 
slaves. The sun shined on us most of the way there and 
the people were waiting in the Church for us when we 
arrived. I gave a short talk to the people and then 
the Klawock Choir sang the Easter music that they had 
prepared for this occasion. The people in Hydahburg 
-geemed to appreciate our message in music to them and 
wanted us to stay over until the evening service but 
we had to refuse for the people in the Craig Church 
were expecting us in the evening. We were entertained 
royally in Hydahburg and all the Klawock young people 
were taken into the different homes and given a hearty 
noon meal and then the entire village came down to the 
dock to see us off and blew whistles as we went out of 
sight. At Craig the choir repeated the Baster music 
and Mr. Swanson gave the evening sermon. The Womens 
Missionary Society there served us with coffee, cake 
and sandwiches after the service and a big, full moon 
guided us safély home to Klawocke 


The week preceding Easter was very busy for the 
young people of Klawock for during the day time we 
were working on choir robes and paper jonquils and 
lilies and in the evening we practised our Easter music. 
The church was scrubbed from top to bottom by the Girl 
ReserveSe Mre Lloyd Simpson made a special trip into 
the woods and gathered sword ferns for the church. Mrs. 
Liayd Simpson, Mrs. Edward Peratrovich and Mrse Richard 
Carl decorated the church. Mrs. Shouls, one of the 
government teachers, donated an Baster lily fresh from 
the florist shop at Ketchikan and came over on the air 
plane the day before Easter. This fresh plant was really 
a treat for many of our people here had never really 
seen a real Easter lily. The choir looked very dignified 
in their new robes and Mre Henry Nelligan directed the 
group in the absence of Mr. George Demmert. A group 
picture was made after the service. At two o'clock 
the Sunday School came together for their Easter service 
and it made us very happy to have eighty children present 
at this season. This was the largest single gathering 
of Sunday School children we have had at one time during 
our two years at Klawock. We had an egg hunt in the 


| manse and church yard for the children after the lesson, 


At the Raster Veoper service we used special printed 
programs sent to us by the Prosbyterian Board of 
Foreign HMiebions. Soft Zaster musi¢ was played by 
the church orchestra with only the light of the cross 
shining. The minister gave a lengthy recitation on 
the death and resurrection of Jesua,. A lunch and 
Baoter egge were served by the wouon of the church

RE: 


I am attaching a letter received from Rev. Daniel Kaiper of East Meredith, 
New York, and a copy of my reply. 


Mr. Kaiper is the man about whom I wrote you last summer. He had a very 
unhappy and unfortunate experience in Alaska for which, I feel sure, he was not 
wholly to blame. After talking with him and with Dean Weigle of Yale Divinity School 
who knew him well I was prepared to send him back to Alaska if the presbytery's 
committee would agree. They were very much opposed to the idea however, and I did 
not think it wise to insist under the circumstances. He secured a pastorate in a 
rural church at East Meredith, New York where he now is. 


The only suggestion that I wouid make is the one that I made in my reply 
to him. You might well keep him in mind while you are in Alaska and later on might 
arrange to talk with him. I have a feeling that both he and his wife have the stuff 
in them to do a good missionary job.

Dear Dr. Morses 


When I was in your office about two weeks ago 
you looked so frightened that I didn't have the heart to make 
known to you my purpose for the visit. It is my intention 
after I have served my present parish a year to resume my 
life's purpose as a minister of the Gospel to the Alaskan 
Indians. I do not intend to join the ranks of another 
denomination which I could very easily do through some very 
influential friends in the Methodist and Baptist Churches. 
Mrse Kaiper and I are well trained and qualified for our 
work. The Presbyterian Church is my church and I am not 
going to desert the denomination of my choise. I, hereby, 
ask you for another chance to carry on the work I began in 
Alaska but was forced to conclude. JI am hoping and praying 
that you will not refuse me. If the Presbyterian Church 
cannot officially place us I am going to seek the backing 
of private interests to support my work on the Alaska field. 
I know that I can get it, but even then if I go to Alaska 
under such an arrangement I will always be ready and willing 
to be enlisted in your ranks. As you know Dr, Somerndike 
accepted me for reinstatement but was stricken with a heart 
attack before he had a chance to put it into effect.
